Persecution of any man simply 
because he is a Jew will not be tol- 
erated, said Hermann Goering, 
Minister without portfolio, in an 
impassioned address to foreign cor- 
respondents in which he pleaded 
for fairness in estimating the Ger- 
man situation. 

He expressed the opinion that 
Jews and Socialists abroad were 
doing their German friends a poor 
service by making unfavorable re- 
ports on German conditions or by 
holding protest mass meetings. 

“Every German,” he said, “smiles 
when he learns that on next Mon- 
day prayer meetings will be held 
in America.” 

Admits Early Excesses. 

Goering, while admitting excesses 
during the first few days of the 
Nazi revolution, declared the Gov- 
ernment had adopted most strin- 
gent measures, including the death 
penalty, for further transgressions. 

The early excesses, he said, must 
be attributed to provocators in 
brown shirts—the brown shirt being 
a part of the Nazi uniform.

FINAL PASSAGE 
IS DOUBTFUL 


Even Though It Should Be 
Approved by House, Op- 
ponents Think It Will Die 
in Senate.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 25.— 


Gov. Park’s selective sales tax bill 
was advanced through the stage of 
perfection—that of preparation for 
passage—in the House yesterday 
afternoon, with the aid of gavel 
rule by Speaker Meredith, who re- 
fused to grant the demands of op- 
ponents of the bill for a record roll 
call. The bill now goes on the cal- 


endar of the House for passage. 

The Speaker, ignoring the shout- 
ed demands of several members for 
a record vote, gaveled the Dill 
through and declared it perfected, 
on a viva voce vote, in which the 
volume of “noes” was considerably 
greater than the chorus of “ayes.” 

When opponents of the bill ob- 
jected that they had demanded a 
roll call and had served notice dur- 
ing discussion of the bill that a roll 
call was desired, Meredith said: “I 
couiu not hear you.” 

While this use of the gavel avert- 
ed a record test of the House senti- 
ment on the bill, and saved it from 
a possible set back, House leaders 
handling the measure are not cer- 
tain it will be passed by the House 
when it is called up for third read- 
ing and passage. The present plan 
is to call it up Monday or Tues- 
day. 

Many Members Not Returning. 


Many of the House members, rest- 
less as a result of the legislative de- 
lays and the reduction of their 
daily pay from $5 to $1, which was 
effective last March 14 after the 
first 70 days of the session, are 
leaving for their homes and have 
indicated they will not return. The 
light attendance anticipated next 
week will lessen the chances of the 
bill for passage. 

Opponents of the bill likely will 
block any attempt to gain unani- 
mous consent for use of some pre- 
vious roll call, recorded for some 
other bill, to pass the measure. 
This method of using previous roll 
calls, in effect illegal, frequently is 
utilized by the House to pass bills, 
despite constitutional provisions to 
the contrary. In such instances the 
House records are made to read as 
if the bills were passed in the man- 
ner required by the Constitution. 

If the bill is passed by the House 
it will encounter serious opposition 
in the Senate and observers believe 
it may die there. Among its op- 
ponents there are Senator Kinney 
of St. Louis, president pro tem, 
Senator Donnelly of Lebanon, 
Democratic floor leader, and Sena- 
tor Casey of Kansas City. 


Few Amendments Adopted. 


When the bill was called up in 
the House yesterday, House leaders 
attempted to push it through with 
parliamentary moves which would 
have prevented any amendments 
being offered. It was urged that 
sinee it was the Governor's bill, it 
should not be amended. Repre- 
sentative Bennett, Dent County, of- 
fered vigorous objections. Few 
amendments were offered, however, 
and those adopted made no mate- 
rial change in the bill. An amend- 
ment by Bennett, which would have 
eliminated the selective sales tax 
plan and substituted a general sales 
tax of one-half of 1 per cent of the 
retail sale price of all commodities 
sold in Missouri, except certain 
farm products, was defeated. 

The Governor’s draft of the sales 
tax bill, which was substituted for 
a bill proposing a general sales tax, 
would levy a tax of 1 per cent on 
the retail sales price of more than 
100 classes of commodities, which 
are named in the measure. No au- 
thoritative estimate has been made 
as to the amount of revenue the 
tax will produce. 

The bill provides that the sales 
tax shal] be in addition to all other 
licenses and taxe. levied under ex- 
isting laws, but specifies that no 
county or municipality shall levy 
any additional taxes by virtue of 
the provisions of the act.

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FARM MEASURE

investigations will be undertaken 
promptly upon the passage of the 
measure and will not serve to delay 
the placing of the measure into ef- 
fect. Full opportunity will be 
given producers, processors, and 
other distributors to suggest the 
most effective use of these powers 
for each particular commodity. 


Counts on Co-operation. 


“T have every expectation that 
not only the producers, but most of 
the processors, and I hope other 
handlers, will co-operate with. the 
administration. Such co-operation 
is essential to fair and effective ad- 
ministration, and will, I hope, serve 
to avoid the necessity for the ex- 
tensive use of some of the more 
drastic of the powers proposed to 
be conferred. : 


“The planting season is now un- 
der way in many parts of our coun- 
try. Agricultural relief is an es- 
sential part of the administration's 
efforts to overcome our present 
economic depression. Time must 
not be lost if any action taken is 
to produce the fullest benefit. 

“Tl. therefore, urge upon you, 
gentlemen of the committee, the 
necessity of doing everything with- 
in your power to co-operate with 
the administration in expediting 
the farm relief program, and of 
giving us a program that is ade- 
quate to meet the situation.” 

Says Haste Is Needed. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, told Wallace there might be 
“pressure from insurance compa- 
nies” to get leases from the Gov- 
ernment on large idle tracts ob- 
tained under foreclosure in the far 
West. 

“There would be no need to lease 
lands that are idle already,” Wal- 
lace replied. He then insisted to 
Senator McNary that haste was 
neded if effective relief is to be 
had on this year’s crops. “We can’t 
set up a machine of such magni- 
tude over-night,” he said, 

Chairman Smith asked Wallace 
what commodities would be ‘in- 
cluded under the allotment plan 
operation. 

“From ‘an administration point 
of view,” Wallace said, “I hope the 
pressure to bring commodities un- 
der the bill will not be excessive. 
I hope we can hold the number 
down as far as possible for the 
first two months. Naturally those 
commodities suffering most would 
come first.” 

He mentioned the extreme de- 
pression of wheat, cotton, cattle 
and sheep prices. 

Questioned by Norris. 

Senator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, 
asked whether, if all commodities 
but wheat and cotton were stricken 
out, this would interfere with op- 
erations for the two commodities. 

“I would hate to see corn and 
hogs stricken out,” Wallace said. 

Senator Kendrick (Dem.) Wyom- 
ing, told Wallace Far Western cat- 
tle and sheep producers were “al- 
most unanimous” against being in- 
cluded and should be permitted to 
remain out. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Oklaho- 
ma, brought up the currency ques- 
tion, calling Wallace’s attention to 
an article featuring proposals by 
the Secretary to devaluate the gold 
dollar, 

Before He Made the Team. 

“You understand of course that 
I'm not the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury,” Wallace said “That inter- 
view was given before I became a 
part of the team down here.”

TWO RAILROAD PLANS 
BEFORE PRESIDENT 


One Calls for Co-ordination, 
the Other Pooling Inter- 
ests of All Lines. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Two 
drastic and very different plans for 
railroad legislation are before 
President Roosevelt, who intends to 
submit a program to Congress next 
week, 

One provides for a Federal co- 
ordinator with power to direct rail- 
road reorganizations in the interest 
of economy. 

The second would pool the inter- 
ests of all roads. They would be 
grouped in seven zones. 

The latter proposition was liaid 

before the President today by Fred- 
erick H. Prince of Boston, who has 
been working on the plan for 
weeks. 
“An unofficial committee under- 
stood to be headed by Commission- 
er Joseph Eastman of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission “as 
been holding hearings on the vari- 
ous railroad legislative proposals. 

Robert S. Jackson, secretary of 
the Democratic National Commit 
tee, is associated with Prince in 
mapping his pooling plan. Under 
the Prince plan traffic within zones 
would be directed by the shortest 
routes: 

For instance, between Washing- 
ton and New York, passengers 
might be sent by one railroad line 
entirely and freight by another. 
The two roads through a holding 
company would pool their earnings 
and share evenly, 

Working with Berle on the other 
proposal are J. J. Pelley, president 
of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, and other rail- 
road executives. 

‘Under the Prince plan, it was 
understood, the roads would be 
separated into seven systems: Two 
in the. Kast, two in the Southeast 
ahd three in the West. Competing 
lines as now constituted would be 
used much like the tracks of the 
same railroad, one line being used 
primarily for passenger service and 
the other for freight. | 

The Berle calls for a Federal of- 
ficer to guide the railroads through 
the reorganization period.

Figuring the outlay for each per- 
gon at $3000 a year, Simpson said 
the total cost would be $600,000,000.

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PRAISES WOMAN 
LABOR SECRETARY 


Dinner in New York in 
Honor of Miss Frances 
Perkins. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 25.—Miss 
Frances Perkins, Secretary of La- 
bor, the first woman ever to sit 
in a Cabinet, was guest of honor 
at a dinner, attended by 1200 per- 
sons here last night. 

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Postmaster-General Farley were 
among the speakers. 

“Miss Perkins,” Mrs. Roosevelt 
said, “was selected for the post, 
not because there was a demand 
that a woman should be recognized, 
but because the particular place 
she holds could be better handled 
by her than by any other woman 
or man with whom the President 
was acquainted.” 

Farley said. “I don’t know of 
any other appointment President 
Roosevelt has made, or any he may 
ever make, than will bring him 
more credit.” 

Edward F. Mci&rady, represent- 
ing the American Federation of 
Labor, said labor would co-operate 
with the new Secretary. 

Miss Perkins said the problem of 
the next few years should be to 
achieve a full program of _ social 
justice which would instill new 
courage into every one. She _ said 
she believed the Labor Department 
should be an informative bureau 
similar to the Department of Agri- 
culture, which advises farmers in 
their problems. 

Advisory Duties. 

“I think the particular informa- 
tion which will help wage earners 
in their collective bargaining, in 
their struggle to protect themselves 
against disadvantageous environ- 
ment and circumstances in the 
factories and mills and mines in 
which they work should come from 
the Department of Labor,” she said. 
“IT think that when there is a 
question in some far Western city 
of benzoate poisoning they ought to 
be able to write to the Department 
of Labor and say, ‘How can this be 
overcome?’ 

“I feel, too, that employers who 
honestly wish’ to make physical 
conditions in their plants as good 
as they can ,be for wage-earners 
should be able to turn to the De- 
partment of Labor and get expe? 
and intelligent direction on how to 
prevent benzoate poisoning and 
lead poisoning.” : 

Piaint From Employers. 

In her mail in the last’ three 
weeks, Miss Perkins said she had 
received 200 leters from employers 
who wrote somewhat as follows: 
“We in our plant are being ruined 
because of wage-cutting that is 
going on in our trade. We have 
got a good industry and we have a 
good plant, but we are being ruined 
by competition which is paying less 
than a living wage. Can’t you do 
something about it?” 

“I think,” said Miss Perkins, 
“that this is a very interesting and 
significant note when one realizes 
that industrialists are being ruined 
by deflation of wages and that we 
have come to realize the principle 
that the purchasing power of the 
wage earners must be restored in 
order to provide a market for the 
great industries of the country. We 
in America’ are. recognizing as we 
never did before that in the leisure 
of the workers and in the purchas- 
ing power of the workers lies the 
safety of the merchant, the safety 
of the manufacturer;;and, I think, 
in ‘the long run«the safety of the 
financial institutions.”

HITLER CREATES MONOPOLY 
TO AID THE GERMAN FARMER 


Forbids Use of Imported Oils and 
Fats so as to Make Market 
for Domestic Product.

BERLIN, March 25—Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler has made his first 
move to carry out his four-year 
plan for the “salvation” of the 
farmer, announced in a speech early 
in February shortly after his rise 
to power. The Government has

RAINEY PREDICTS CONGRESS 
WON'T QUIT UNTIL JUNE | 


Says Accomplishments So Far Will 
Mean Nothing Without 
Whole Program.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—A 
continued session of Congress until 
June 1 s0 it can complete President 
Roosevelt’s program was foreseen 
today by Speaker Rainey, who 
added that “everything we have 
done so far won’t amount to one 
thing unless we get the whole pro- 
gram.” . 

Through newspaper men, the 
Speaker said: “We will win this 
war if the people back home will 
stay with us. So far they have— 
they have been almost unanimous.” 

Rainey predicted that there “wil. 
have to be some more direct relief 
for states along the lines of the 
Wagner bill.” 

Asked about the statement by 
William Green, president of the 
Federation of Labor, that the re- 
forestation program smacked of 
Fascism, Rainey replied: “We are 
going to have Fascism and Com- 
munism in this country, too, unless 
we make law of the President’s 
program. We are plunging right 
along to it, And this talk about a 
dictatorship is just talk.”

With Acetylene Torch.

The American mail liner President 
Madison capsized at its pier here 
yesterday while 140 workmen and 
members of her crew were aboard. 
Five men, three of whom later es- 
caped, were trapped in the hold. 

One man who had been in the 
liner’s engine room is thought to 
have drowned. Another Jack Rose, 
was rescued from his bunk unhurt 
today. 

John Hansen, a watchman, was 
rescued by Coast Guardsmen who 
cut through the liner’s hull with an 
acetylene torch and by members of 
the ship’s crew who chopped 


He was reported to be seriously in- 
jured. He was heard calling for 
help for hours before aid reached 
him. 

Two Chinese were pulled out 
through portholes after the vessel 
sank: another of the trapped men 
was heard calling out in the depth 
of the ship-for help. Workmen and 
crew members clambered safely 
asbore while the liner was settling 
to the bottom. 

The vessel keeled over shortly af- 
ter 5 p. m., when water poured into 
the hold through an opening in the 
side where repairmen had removed 
steel plates. 

Finally, the stern of the ship rest- 
ed on the bottom, with the whole 
vessel tilting at an angle of 60 de- 
grees, held upright partly by the 
dock and by hawsers with which it 
was moored. 

The liner, which operated between 
Seattle and the Orient, was valued 
at’ $5,000,000.

JOBS BILLS REVISED, 
MEETS OBJECTIONS 


Senate Committee to Report 
Forestry Plan Fayorably 
Monday—Agreeable to 

Roosevelt.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The 
Senate Labor Committee agreed to- 
day to a revised draft of President 
Roosevelt’s bill to give reforestation 
work to 250,000 unemployed men. 

Chairman Walsh said the bill 
would be favorably reported Mon- 
day and might be taken up that 
afternoon in the Senate. 

The revised bill is a complete re- 
draft of the measure sent to Con- 
gress by the President, which 
would permit him broad authority 
to carry out his program for crea- 
tion of a civilian conservation corps 
and fix the compensation. 

The draft was agreed upon after 
the committee called in William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

The labor Head, who vigorously 
opposed the bill in its original form, 
said the revised draft had “very 
largely” removed labor’s objections. 

In its present form the bill makes 
no mention of the protested dollar 
a day wage level and calls compen- 
sation “cash allowance” rather than 
pay. Members of the committee 
said in this means it was made 
more clearly a relief rather than an 
emploment measure. 

“The bill as it will be redrafted in 
the Senate,” the Massachusetts Sen- 
ator said, “will simply give the 
President power to carry out his 
program. Such a change is agree- 
able to him and it will be made on 
the Senate side. 

“I think the House will accept it, 
although I have. not talked to 
Chairman Connery of the House 
Labor Committee. and others who 
are opposing it in its present 
orm.”

Much more to the point, it seems to us, because 

has*a much more intimate bearing on what we 
may expect from a Democratic victory in St. Louis, 
is the spectacle at Jefferson City. If the New Deal 
at Washington means constructive statesmanship, the 
New Deal at Jefferson City is its exact opposite. 
The Democrats up there are engaging in one of the 
worst orgies of partisanship on record. The Gov- 
ernor, a creature of Boss Pendergast, stands by 
helplessly while the Legislature knifes every worth- 
while measure presented to it. To date, its only 
achievement worthy of note is a beer bill, which 
it was afraid not to pass. 

It is not for us to make a brief for the Repub- 
lican administration of the city government. We ex- 
posed the Ryckoff scandal, by which the city was 
swindled out of some $170,000 on a street lighting 
contract. We have consistently and repeatedly point- 
ed out the administration’s defects and shortcom- 
ings. Nor are we under any illusions about Judge 
Neun who, for all his good qualities, lacks in- 
tellectual stability. But the question before St. Louis 
now is not whether the Republicans have abused 
their power in numerous ways, or whether they 
have failed to give the city the kind of government 
it should have, but whether the Democrats have 
anything better to offer. 

We entertain grave doubts. Aside from the mayor- 
alty, it is certain that St. Louis could not make a 
greater mistake than by replacing Louis Nolte as 
Comptroller by William S. Madden. Nolte has held 
the office since 1917. He has made a good record in it. 
He surmounted the great test of the depression by 
preserving the city’s credit at a time when New 
York, Chicago, Detroit. and many other cities find 
themselves in the sorest financial straits. The city, 
i, is true, is operating at a deficit, but its bonds 
are selling at par or better and, relatively, it is 
in splendid shape. Nolte’s independence was fully 
demonstrated in the Ryckoff case, when he doggedly 
cried out that the city had been cheated. 

William S. Madden is the brother of the newly- 
elected Sheriff, Thomas Madden, whose interpreta- 
tion of the New Deal was to fill his office with 
political hangers-on. As Comptroller, Madden would 
be called upon to check the accounts of Brother 
Thomas, a situation against sound public policy. 
So far as we know, William S. Madden has no quali- 
fications for the office he seeks. Until recently, he 
was employed by the H. L. Doherty Co. to sell Cities 
Service stock, which was unloaded on the public 
in huge blocks before the market crash in 1929. 
Moreover, as recently revealed by City Hall records, 
he is a tax dodger who owes the city several hun- 
dred dollars in back taxes. 

A Democratic victory on April 4 would put some 
7000 city jobs on the block and this, of course, 
because of the prevalent unemployment, is one of 
the major factors in the campaign. Theoretically, 


7000 others represents no net gain. On 
the other hand, it means that good public servants 
will be scrapped with the bad, and the City Hall 
‘will be filled with untried men, unfamiliar with 
their new tasks. Such a happening would be fraught 


with danger to the city. 


We fear giving so much political power to any one 
political party, especially one which, locally, does not 
inspire confidence. The Democrats already con- 
trol here, in addition to the Sheriff’s office, the Po- 
lice and Election boards. With the City Hall thrown 
in, there can be no effective check upon them. If 
they choose to give the city good government, all 
well and good; but if they run wild, as they have 
at Jefferson City, we are in for four years of chaos. 

Their control of the police power and election ma- 


chinery is integrated with the Pendergast-Park. 


regime at Jefferson City. Appointments to the Police 
and Election boards, which had been of generally 
high character under three Republican Governors, 
have been strongly political. There are some good 
men among the Park appointees, but not in 20 years’ 
has another Governor so savored these two powerful 
St. Louis agencies of the State with politics. 

Do the people of St. Louis want to connect this 
great city politically with the Democratic control at 
Jefferson City and so with the Pendergast rule 
at Kansas City? Or do they want to interpose in 
their public affairs the safeguard of divided control? 
We hope they do want to interpose such a safeguard. 
We had a test of this when Mayor Miller tried 
to place hig secretary upon the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, which“controls the fiscal affairs 
of the city. ‘The people frustrated that design. 

Mr. Neun has shown political independence in no 
small degree. He drove Mayor Miller out of the 
field for reelection by announcing his own candi- 
dacy early. He refused to tie up with the franchise 
grabbers trying to put over J. K. Newman’s malo- 
dorous street railway deal. He challenged the political 
bosses in his own party by opposing Jules R. Field, 
aspiring to the presidency of the Board of Alder- 
men, and won a signal victory by taking his case 
to the people. He showed initiative and executive 
capacity in the settlement of the bridge issue, which 
had plagued the city for years. He proved his use- 
fulness in the settlement of a threatened street car 
strike. He is not the strong man he might be, but 
he is far above the average public official in an 
American city. 

We have no quarrel with Mr. Dickmann, no quarrel 
with Mr. Madden, no quarrel with the local Demo- 
cratic organization. We are not interested in par- 
ties or partisans. Our interest is in the City of 
St. Louis. We mistrust Democratic control and 
its connotations. The people of St. Louis have 
been singularly fortunate, as metropolitan commun!i- 
ties go. They have been fortunate in having an 
efficient Police Department, fortunate in Mr. Nolte 
as the watchdog of the treasury, fortunate in clean 
elections, fortunate in a modicum of that graft and 
corruption which have characterized government in 
so many cities. 

Do they want to sweep out of the public service 
all those who have contributed to this good fortune 
and put none but Democrats on guard, tried and 
untried? 

We doubt it. 


’ HOW ABOUT THE HOUSE? 
The Missouri Senate has finally passed the Brogan 
bill, repealing the State dry act. It took two hard 
plunges through center to do it, but the bill won. 

How about the House? Is the House going to re- 
pudiate the Chicago platform and leave the iniqui- 
‘tous McCawley law upon the statute books? Or is 
it going to do what the Democratic Legislatures 
have done in a dozen other states and throw this 
piece of legislative tyranny into the Missouri River? 

The House has an opportunity to redeem itself in 
this important respect by repudiating the deal it 
made with the drys. Its primary obligation is to 
the voters of the State. It had no right to agree 
that if beer was legalized the State dry law should 
remain inviolate. This was a trick put over on 
the House, an artifice worthy of Machiavelli. 

The plea that confusion will result if the State 
dry law is abrogated before repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment ought not to deceive any member of the 
House who calls his soul his own. Confusion will 
result if beer is legalized and the State dry law 
remains to proscribe everything else.

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ACTION IN THE JURY LIST SCANDAL. 

The legal profession in St. Louis is going to do 
something about the waylaid jury lists, 

The Executive Committee of its voluntary profes- 
sional organization, the St. Louis Bar Association, 
has ordered an investigation by the Grievance Com- 
mittee. According to William T. Jones, president of 
the local bar, the vote for such action was unanimous. 

Everyone interested in the purification of the bar 
will be gratified to know that the St. Louis bar as 
a whole appreciates its responsibility in this case. 
The known facts have been widely. printed. There 
is no need to repeat them here. Jury lists were 
found in a law office. That is enough to warrant 
searching investigation. | 

It has not been proved that any particular lawyer 
was responsible. However, if inquiry does establish 
such an identity, the bar will find it has in its midst 
a@ member who has violated his moral trust as an 
officer of the court, Such a member of the bar 
would be a subject for whatever discipline a volun- 
tary bar association ‘can exert. 

This is am.expensive matter for the association; &

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QUIBBLING MR. GREEN. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s proposal to relieve the unemploy- 
ment situation by formation of a civilian conserva- 
tion corps is opposed by William’ Green, head of the 
American Federation of Labor. Mr. Green fears the 
$l-a-day wage scale will affect adversely general 
wage standards; he refers to the semi-military char- 
acter of the plan as a “regimentation of labor” such 
as occurs in Fascist Italy, Hitlerite Germany and 
Soviet Russia. 

In other words, Rome is burning and Mr. Green 
has got out his fiddle. Mr. Green bitterly criticised 
the Hoover administration for failing to tackle the 
unemployment problem and, now that direct action 
is being taken on it, he presents a quibbling oppo- 
sition that, in view of the great crisis, is thoroughly; 
disheartening. It would be fine if the Government 
could give these men $10 a day. It cannot do so. 
As it is, the plan will cost $250,000,000 a year. 
Would Mr. Green make it cost $2,500,000,000 for 
the theoretical purpose of upholding general wage 
standards? Moreover, the men will be provided with 
food, clothing and housing, which, translated into 
money, would make the wage considerably higher 
than $1 a day. 

It is all very well to talk of wage standards, but 
when 15,000,000 persons, more or less, are walking 
the streets, it is far more importgnt to give them 
any kind of employment, at any figure, that is pos- 
sible. The present measure is a relief measure. 
It is designed, not to represent what the Govern- 
ment thinks men should be paid, but to preserve their 
self-respect until other work is made available. The 
type of work they are to be assigned to do—re- 
forestation—is new work, not in competition with 
labor already employed. ; 

The term “regimentation of labor” implies that 
men will be drafted for the work, that they will be 
compelled to engage in it despite their own wishes. 
Nothing could be more If the civilian con- 
servation corps is formed, entrance into it will be 
sought eagerly and enthusiastically by many more meh 
than it can accommodate. There is no resemblance be- 
tween this and the ruthless assignment of labor in 
Russia, and Mr. Green knows it. Of course, the

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Getting Rid.of St. Louis Slums 


City’s slums can be rebuilt only if Legislature passes housing bill, making R. F. C. 
aid possible, as project evidently is too big for private capital; European cities and 
many in U. S. have built new homes for workers, improving health and social 
conditions; start of work now would revive building industry and create jobs.

HE housing bill recently introduced in 

the State Legislature should speedily be 

made law. The bill is based upon sim- 
ilar bills already adopted by New York and 
Ohio. With such a law on the statute books 
of Missouri, St. Louis, through limited di- 
vidend corporations, can reclaim her dis- 
graceful stum areas. Without such a law; 
the city can do nothing, and our slum 
areas will continue to spread. 

The question of these slum areas, which 
exist in every American city, has been un- 
der discussion for years. Social settlement 
work has been carried on for years in these 
sections. Admirable as this work has been, 
the slum areas have remained. Crowded, 
insanitary and dilapidated buildings create 
such an unhealthful environment for human 
beings that no amount of\ social training 
can overcome it. The only way this condi- 
tion can be overcome is by wiping out these 
dilapidated and antiquated buildings and 
replacing them with modern, well-construct- 
ed buildings that will at once revolutionize 
the entire atmosphere of these sections.

The time is coming when we shall see 
great sections of our cities completely re- 
built; where we now find thousands of 
people crowded into tumble-down buildings, 
many of which were never intended for 
dwellings, we shall see great blocks of well- 
designed apartment houses, beautifully 
landscaped, in which anyone in modest cir- 
cumstances will take pride in living. Lon- 
don has recently abandoned a great project 
calling for construction of a new bridge 
across the Thames, which would have cost 
many million dollars, and is diverting the 
funds into rehabilitation of one of its slum 
areas. The London County Council reported 
that it was more necessary to relieve con- 
gestion in living conditions than to relieve 
traffic congestion. New York City and 
Cleveland already have extensive housing 
plans under way. 

In some instances, these projects’ have 
been undertaken by private enterprise, and 
it is to be hoped that public-spirited citi- 
zens in St. Louis will take the initial step 
to show what can and should be done by 
erecting one or more housing units. But if 
our slum areas are to be done away with 
completely, it will be a work that only the 
city itself can hope to accomplish, 

The question will be asked, How can the 
city afford to make such an investment? 
The answer is, The city cannot afford not 
to do so. There are today in St. Louis sec- 


tions of many blocks where the taxes col- 


come from these districts, Nor can we ig- 
nore a perhaps still greater loss to society 
that arises from the ignorance and 


mencement of these housing schemes would 
help to get its countless wheels in motion. 

There is nothing new nor idealistic in a 
proposal to carry out these housing schemes 
in a large way. Throughout Europe, es- 
pecially in Austria and Germany, vast hous- 
ing schemes have already been accom- 
plished. Immediately after the World War, 
both Germany and Austria put thousands 
of men to work building blocks of apart- 
ment houses, practically all of which were 
built by money advanced by the United 
States. These housing projects have been 
utilized by thousands of families. When 
our citizens were willing to advance funds 
to foreign countries to rehabilitate them- 
selves, it is inconceivable that we are un- 
willing to help ourselves in like manner. 

In nearly every instance, the slum areas 
are located in strategic positions in respect 
to the business and the manufacturing sec- 
tions of our cities. It is only natural that 
this should be the case, for it allows the 
workman to live in walking distance of his 
werk. It becomes evident that, if we are 
to construct modern buildings to take care 
of our working classes, the logical loca- 
tion is not on the outskirts of our cities, 
but in the heart of them. There ig like- 
wise little doubt as to the form that these 
buildings should take. In plany they should 
not cover more than 40 to 60 per cent of the 
land, thus leaving ample space for light and 
air and an opportunity for proper landscap- 
ing. The construction, of course, should be 
absolutely fireproof. While in detail the 
buildings could in no sense be made elabo- 
rate, the use of the many new indestructi- 
ble materials that can now be obtained 
should go into their construction. 

As these buildings are to house families of 
small incomes, each apartment must be 
rented for an amount near the rent that 
these families are paying under present con- 
ditions. Pe. to permit this low rental, the 
apartmerm should-not be compressed or the 
rooms made too small, If this is done, it is 
obvious that much of the desired improve- 
ment in living conditions will be lost.

HE world is well nigh bank- 
7 rupt; only one nation on 
earth is free from debt.

This is to guard against the neces- 
sity for both partners to deny each 
other’s suits and thereby waste 
precious bidding opportunities 
which should be serving a more 
constructive purpose. 

The principle of “instalment bid- 
ding” necessarily applies to the re- 
sponding hand's take-out. By this 
I mean that he needs a second 
round of bidding to show whether 
he is very weak (he will then re- 
bid his suit) or strong enough to 
raise the two-no-trump rebid to 
three, or perhaps bid a second suit.

We cannot afford for 
there to be doubt also about the 
length of the opening bidder’s con- 
cealed suit.

OME homes are notable for 
S their fine architectural back- 
ground, others for the rare an- 
tiques used in furnishing; that of 
Mr. and,Mrs. Matthew Morse in 
Glen Forest is distinguished for the 
charming color schemes which 
have been developed throughout the 
house. - Tones of blue and yellow 
have been consistently utilized, ac- 
cented -by shades ranging from rose 
to the deeper wines and rusts. 
From the viewpoint of color, the 
dining room is the most interesting 
in the house. Here a rather deep, 


‘soft shade which is termed “ciel” 


or sky blue, has been used for the 
walls, with the panels faintly out- 
lined in gold. This gold tone is 
echoed in the lustrous satin cur- 
tains, edged with a tassel fringe, 
which are interestingly draped with 
swag valances on the casement win- 
dows. The chairs, of Sheraton de- 
sign, as is the rest of the furniture 
in this room, are covered in a Bur- 
gundy chintz patterned in blue and 
rose. A Burgundy carpet of the 
same shade as the chintz completes 
the regal coloring of this room. 

Softer shades of the same colors 
are used in the living room, thus 
establishing a pleasant harmony be- 
tween the two rooms. The deep 
yellow cream of the walls is set off 
by the copper rose tone of the silk 
damask curtains. A handsome Pais- 
ley shawl, hung on one wall over 
a Queen Anne knee-hole desk, re- 
peats this deep rose note. The large 
couch and two lounging chairs are 
covered in a very light green-blue 
blocked linen, d@@igned with deep 
rose-colored flowers. The furniture 
in the room is English in character, 
as is the architecture of the house;

A slipper chair 
covered in the same fabric as the 
curtains and another covered in a 
plain yellow damask are added bits 
of color in the room. 

The dressing room walls are of 
the same yellow as the bedroom, 
with the doors of the closets hav- 
ing a delicate design in blue. A 
deeper yellow taffeta bound in blue 
is used for the curtains, which are 
attractively draped above the dress- 
ing table, with an extra swag 
placed at the top of the mirror. The 
dressing table itself and the ac- 
companying stool are covered in a 
blue chintz patterned in a ciocus 
design in tones of yellow and rose, 
a deep yellow ruffle being used 
instead of binding. : 

This home demonstrates effec- 
tively the fact that various periods 
of furniture may be drawn together 
into a related whole by a con. 
sistently handled color treatment.

Invisible Perspiration 


S LONG ago as 1614 a scientist 
A the name of Sanctorius pub- 

lished ‘the results of extensive 
experiments on insensible perspira- 
tion. 

Man had been acquainted with 
visible or pérceptible sweat, but 
that the body constantly gives off 
water, gases and other substances 
in a manner that is not ordinarily 
appreciated by the individual was 
a newer realization. 

An individual weighing himself 
on a sensitive scale upon retiring 
and when rising in the morning 
will find that he has lost from one 
to two pounds. This loss in weight 
represents the passing from 
body of a variety of substances 
most of them in an impercetible 
form. 

In experimental studies it has 
been found that the hourly loss of 
weight in mature, healthy individ- 
uals may amount to almost two 
ounces. A rise in the surrounding 
temperature will increase thie loss 
up to a point at which visible per- 
spiration appears. 

Recent studies have revealed that 
there is a loss of water vapor 
through the skin itself, the skin.be- 
ing, as is now evident, a semi-per- 
meable. membrane through which 
water may diffuse. 

It is interesting to note, too, that 
the insensible giving off of water 
vapor is not a simple mechanical 

, for when the relative hu- 
midity of the air is raised to about 
70 per cent, the insensible perspira- 
tion increases perceptibly. 

The skin therefore acts as a vi- 


tal organ, rather than as a simple 


membrane. 
Perceptible sweat is a compili- 
cated solution containing chemical 


the.

Unless the skin is excessively 
cily, a softening, suppling cream 
should be used to keep fine lines 
at bay, to overcome dryness (which 
seem to be an increasingly common 
complaint). Proper method is im- 
portant because strenuous massage 
may do more harm than good, pull- 
ing museles downward, stretching 
the skin and forming more lines. 
But properly applied a good cream 
will keep the skin soft, smooth and 
youthful. é 


FIRST MOVEMENT: Begin at 
base of neck, applying the cream 
with long, sweeping upward 
strokes, upward and outward over 
face and forehead. Now start at 
the left side of the neck, using 
the right hand (palm and cushion 
part of fingers). Press and lift 
—about seven distinct movements 
to back of neck. Repeat about 
six times. Then with left hand on 
right side. 


SECOND MOVEMENT: Start at 
center under chin—cushion parts of 
fingers of right hand on left side. 
Press and lift under chin, under 
contour, up with about seven dis- 
tinct movements until you come to 
the front of the ear. Repeat on 
right side with left hand. The 
muscle in front of ear controls the 
contour, and this step helps keep 
contour firm. oy 

THIRD MOVEMENT: Use three 
fingers of both hands. Start en 
chin and lift, lift, lift-—up from 
chin, around mouth to side of nose 
with six movements. This is for 
the important muscles around 
mouth and to keep at bay the lines 
from nose to mouth. , 

FOURTH MOVEMENT: Prac- 
tice this movenient night and morn- 
ing to form contour.
